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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1, 17, 20 and 41-46 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

3. The claims contain improper Markush language. In claim 1 "aromatic or 
aliphatic, and mixed aliphatic, aromatic and/or cvcloaliphatic" (2X), in claims 17 and 20 
"straight-chained and branched", in claims 41 "aromatic or aliphatic, and mixed 
aliphatic" (3X), in claim 42 "extruding and mixtures thereof, in claims 44 and 45 
"aromatic or aliphatic, and mixed aliphatic" (3X) and in claims 43 and 46 "aromatic or 
aliphatic, and mixed aliphatic" (2X). Whenever the conjunction is "and" the required 
Markush language is "selected from the group consisting of. Always. Without 
exception. "And/or" is treated like "and". Alternatively, the conjunction can be changed 
to "or'*. 

4. All other rejections are withdrawn by the examiner due to applicants' response. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2-16, 18-19, 21-40 and 47-50 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome 
the rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and 
to include all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

6. The examiner accepts applicants' amendment changing the organic base to 
inorganic base because aliphatic amines are organic bases and "organic bases and 
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aliphatic amines" is redundant.
